Claims 21-84 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Bansal (US 2002/0000468 Al) . 

Bansal discloses a wireless communication device 
comprising, inter alia, an audible input device coupled to a 
processor and configured to receive voice messages and voice 
commands. The processor is programmed to retrieve a first voice 
command and to generate a request signal and to cause a 
transmitter to transmit said request signal to a remote computer 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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(pars. [0022] and [0033]). The processor is further programmed 
to determine a destination for transmitting said request signal 

(par. [0022]). Bansal discloses an alternative embodiment in" 
which an optical scanner and optical character recognition is 
used to generate a request signal (par. [0021]). 

Bansal discloses a method of using such wireless 
communication device to facilitate purchase of an article of 
commerce (pars. [0052] - [0055] ) . 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,983,200 discloses "natural language 
commands" (col. 3, lines 58-67). 

US 2001/0034603 Al discloses a voice activated Hypermedia 
system. Voice control information is encoded in a grammar 
language and is interpreted by a Web client user-agent that 
translates user utterances into client actions (par. [0010] ) . 

U.S. Patent No. 6,081,629 disclose a handheld scanner and 
accompanying remote access agent (see Abstract) .
